REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment/argument filed n 7/24/08 (see the argument pages 5-6) are persuasive as 
to the point that the cited prior art fails to teach a process of fabricating an IPS mode 
LCD including the step of generating plasma from an ion beam source, forming an ion 
beam from the plasma, accelerating the ion beam by applying an electric field to an ion 
beam acceleration medium and irradiating the ion beam on one of the first and second 
substrate, wherein the pixel electrode, the common electrode and the gate line are 
arranged in a zigzag configuration as the context of claim 15.
